Increased Export of Manufactures. 

An interesting and: important phase 
of the statistics of our foreign trade 
is the largely increasing share which 
manufactured ‘“aiticles bear to our ex- 
ports. For the. first nine months of 
this year manufastures. were just 
short of 44 per -cent. of ewr-total ex: 
ports, having never Defore been 40 
per cent., and having been from 15 to 
20 per cent.’a quarter of a century 
ago. The figures show-the growth in 
aniount from $10,000,000 per month in 
1880 to: $63,000,000 per month in the 
first three quarters of this year. Iron. 
‘Steel manufactures form 
largest item, being $146,000,000 for the 
nine months, while prior to-1897" the 
year’s total was not $50,000,000. 

The increasing ratio of manufac. 
tures in our exports is a good sign, 
since the higher the process js car- 
ried and the more finished the article 
the more employment is glven to.labor 
and the larger proportion of the value 
represents wages. Coincident with this 
feature is the increase of tropical and 
sub-tropical products imported into the 
United States. These products rep- 
reséit not only food, as we are apt to 
think, thaugh coffee, cocoa, sugar. 
fruits and nuts form a large part o1 
them. There are also crude materials 
for manufacturing, such as india rub. 
ber, fibers, gums, barks, raw silk and 
The importation in increas. 
ing amounts of these materials de-

The “Only” Kien Bow Postal: Memorial of 
“ the December Holiday. 

-Stemp collectors say-that, the great- 
est Christmas gift ever. made. was. a 
postage stamp of the value of 2 cents. 


m.|-On. Christmas, 1898, Great Britain pre-|_ 


Sented to all her thirty-seven colonies 
a Christmas gift.in the form of two 
cent letter postage in place of the rate 
‘of 5 cents, W hich for decadés had ex- 
isted.> 

In honor of this event Canada placed. 
on gale.on Christmas morning, 1898, a 
_Christinas pestage ‘stamp, the only 
stamp of the kind ever issued by any 
country, In many respects it Hyunlaue 
among all postage stamps. 

It was larger than our Columbidat 
stamps and showed a map of the world 
with the possessions of the British em- 
Pire -printed in—bright scarlet. “Fh 
oceans appeared in a bivish green and 
the frame of the design in black.
